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1995  BAR  REPORT 


Sales  of  our  1995  IASAC  bar  were  brisk.  We  made 
125  silver  ingots,  and  of  these  15  were  enameled 
and  quickly  sold  out.  Of  the  remaining  100, 
several  were  damaged  in  the  numbering  process. 

We  have  an  unofficial  (since  this  is  being  tabu¬ 
lated  before  the  end  of  the  calendar  year)  sales 
total  of  86  serial  numbered  bars.  This  means  an 
estimated  24  ounces  of  silver  will  go  into  the 
melting  pot  toward  next  year's  club  round. 

Almost  all  comments  regarding  the  bar  were  posi¬ 
tive,  however  we  had  one  club  member  who  was  very 
dissatified  with  the  bar.  His  complaint  was  that 
the  numbering  wasn’t  up-to-snuff  with  previous 
year's  issues.  He  writes,  "putting  the  numbers 
on  the  front  of  the  bar  takes  away  from  the  beau¬ 
tiful  design.  Why  weren't  the  numbers  put  on 
the  side?" 

This  year's  bar  was  a  true  rarity  because  we 
used  the  original  IASBC  "slot  machine"  die  from 
1985  as  the  reverse,  instead  of  our  club  logo 
die.  The  numbers  were,  therefore,  placed  on  the 
reverse  of  the  bar,  and  there  was  very  little 
space  to  fit  three  digits  into.  We  chose  the 
most  logical  spot  and  did  the  best  job  possible. 
Numbering  was  not  done  on  the  edge  of  the  bars 
because  SilverTowne  does  not  have  the  equipment 
for  it.  And,  because  we  had  an  odd  assortment 
of  numbering  requests  (many  of  which  arrived  past 
a  stated  due  date),  it  was  not  practical  to  ask 
the  manufacturer  to  do  this  particular  job. 

We  hope  this  answers  your  question.  We  had  an 
unusual  situation  this  year  that  won't  be  re¬ 
peated  again  anytime  soon. 

We'll  be  announcing  the  1996  ROUND  DESIGN  CONTEST 
as  soon  as  we  have  decided  upon  a  convention 
location.  Look  for  it  soon  in  the  'Bugle! '
